Twenty Leading Manufacturers 
Place Their Business in 
$50,000,000 Combine. 


ST. LOUIS COS. IN DEAL 


President Kobusch’s Company 
Largest Concern Enter- 
ing Consolidation. 


A deal involving the merging of the 
20 leading car manufacturing plants of 
the United States under one central 
management and reaching a_ total of 
$50,000,000 in financial] extent was prac- 
tically closed Thursday and the news 
became known in St. Lovis, where twp 
of the companies interested are locatec. 

The two local car manufacturing com- 
panies concerned are the Bt. Leuis Car 
Co. and the American Car Co. Presi- 
dent George J. Kobusch of the St. Louis 
Car Co. has been prominent in the ne- 
gotiations, which have been under way 
for several months, and the company 
of which he is the head is the largest 
individual concern going into the con- 
solidation. 

The negotiations have been principally 
earried on, however, through James 
Stewart of the St. Louis firm of James 
Stewart & Co., who is now said to be in 
| the East closing the final detafls of thie 
deal, and it was through him that op- 
tlons on the various car manufacturing 
plants in the leading Aznerican cities 
were obtained. The majority of these 
options expire July 1, but there is a 
privilege of extension for six months 
beyond that date. The outlook now is, 
however, that all the details of the 
great consolidation scheme will have 
béen perfected by that time and the 
Ainion of the companies will go into ef- 
fect simultaneously with the expiration 
of these options. 

The central organization, which will 
have control of the combined plants, 
practically purchases the various 
cividual plants, the present owners and 
management in many instances retain- 
ing an interest in the siock of the con- 
soidated company. Present indications 
point to the likelihood of the consoll- 
dated company’s headquarters being es- 
tablished in New York, but the promo- 
ters of the movement are not yet able 
to announce the name under which the 
$50,000,000 corporation wil) do business 
or to give out the names of the officers. 
It is Welleved that M'r. Kobusch wili be 
prominent among the latter, as he rep- 
resents the heaviest individual interest 
involved in the deal.

TOKIO, June 22.—The city is awaiting 
the news of another brilliant Japanese 
land victory. At the War Office it is 
announced that Field Marshal Oyama 
has at last begun his,general attack on 
the forces of Gen. Linevitch,and that 
the Japanese troops are carrying every- 
thing before them. 

The Japanese advance on the Russian 
right was temporarily checked, but the 
forwerd movement along the frailmad 
met with better success and all the Rus- 
sian forces have been driven back tv 
their first line of trenches along the 
railroad and the Manderin road, while 
flanking forces of Japanese cavalry have 
skirtea both wings of the Russian line. 

Uyama reports that the Russian com- 
manGcer is apparently bewildered and is 
wholly on the defensive, apparently be- 
Ing in much worse straits than was Ku- 
ropatkin at Mukden, as his line of re- 
treat is constantly being endangered 
and is likely to be broken at any time. 

It is evident that the Russians have 
elected to defend Harbin and allow 
Vladivostok to take care of itself, the 
lines to the east having been drawn in 
with the apparent idea of checking. the 
direct northward movement of the Ja- 
panese at any cost.

WASHINGTON, June z22.—rublication 
in the World and Post-Dispatch ex- 
clusively of the facts of the scandal 
concerning the building of the dry dock 
at Charieston, 8. C., has resulte@ in an 
order from President Roosevelt sus- 
pending the transfer of Lieut. J. W. G. 
Walker and his assistant, Lieut. F. R. 
Harris, from the Charleston navy yard, 
waich was ordered by Secretary Mor- 

ton last Friday. 

Lieut, Walker's removal was ordered 
because he refused to yield to political 
and other influence exerted in behalf of 
the New York Continental Jewell Fil- 
tering Co., which is building the new 
dry dock at the Charleston yard, and 
would not permit use of improper ma- 
terials. 

The filtration company appealed to 
Secretary Morton and secured the order 
for the transfer of Mr. Walker and his 
assistant. The articie telling of the 
threat against Lieut. Walker and of 
the efforts of the filtration company 
to overrule the specifications for the 
construction of the dock had been re- 
published in Charleston and the peo- 
ple knew the facts. When they learned 
that the transfer of Lieut. Walker and 
his aaesistant had been ordered, they 
were indignant, and influential Sitinens 
immediately protested to the President. 

They told Mr. Rooseveit that Lieut. 
Walker had ‘been working loyally and 
earnestiy in the Interest of the Govern- 
ment, and had made himself unpopular 
with one of the contractors by insisting 
on a rigid adherence to the contract in 
the materials which entered Into the 
dock.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Not oniy does Secretary Paul Morton escape 
punishment for giving rebates while Vice-President of the Santa Fe Railroad. 
but he has been provided with a certificate of character by President Roosevelt. 
This, no doubt, is as amazing to Mr. Morton as to Frederick N. Judson of St. 


Louis and Judson Harmon of Cincinnati, the two eminent attorneys who were 


inveigied into the President's service in investigating the rebate question. These 


lawyers seem to have thought that Mr. Roosevelt meant it when he said, “Let’ 
np guilty man escape,” or words to that effect. They investigated, reached a 
decision in accordance with their understanding of the law and made their rec- 


ommendation accordingly. 


Mr. Morton had frankly admitted giving the rebates and bluntly said that 
be knew it was against the law when he did it. This and other things led the 
unsophistocated Messrs. Judson and Harmon into believing that Mr. Morton 


was ripe for punishment. 


Though specially employed as the fittest men in all America to investigate 
the rebate question, their report was bundled out of the window by President 
Roosevelt when Attorney-General Moody disagreed with it. By the President's 


order nothing is to be done except to institute contempt proceedings against | 


the Santa Fe Railroad and the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co., as corporations, | 
which course the special counsel agreed “would be against the interests of the | 


igovernment.” 


The correspondence between Attorney-General Moody and Messrs. Harmon 


and Judson, and the letters exchanged by the President and Mr. Morton show | 


that the special counsel] stood firmly for individual prosecutions and that they 
withdrew from the case when they saw that Mr. Moody, acting with the con- 
sent and support of the President, was determined not to follow their advice. 


REPORT BY SPECIAL ATTORNEYS 
DISREGARDED BY ADMINISTRATION 


Mr. Moody insisted that there should 
be no proceedings against Mr. Morton 
or the other officials untill there was 
some proof connecting them directly 
with the iliegai acts. The special at- 
torneys contended that absolutely con- 
clusive proof was not needed, as the in- 
junction was issued not only agairst 
the conporation, but against its officers 


and agents, and that there rwas amplé | 


evidence to support the charge of con- 
tempt. 

The record shows that Messrs.’ Har- 
mon and Judson favored individual 
prosecutions from the first. On Feb. 28, 
after concluding thcir first investigation, 
‘they recommended that the Santa Fe 
Ralliroad company ané4 principal! officers 
he arraigned for contempt. In cass 
of conviction the punishment would 
have been fixed by the court and might 
have included both fine and imprison- 
ment. 

The special counsel! held that ‘‘where 
a concession amounting to millions of 
Aoliars is involved, as in this case, the 
officers of the company could not be 
kept, in ignorance of it.” 

In reply to the requ’st for authority to 
begin contempt proceedings, Mr. Moody 
called for more specific information. 
On March 0 the epecial counse’ reported 
that they could go no further and that 
the legal proceedings that they advised 
would at once answer the purpose. Mr. 
Moody sti'l insisted on detailed infor- 
mation. The special counsel wrote that 
further evidence was unnecessary. Mr. 
Moody continued to harass them with 
the impossible order for more informa- 
tion until they finally resigned. |

LAWLESSNESS IN THE COUNTY. 

“The open defiance of the poolselling law in St. 
Louis. County,” says Gov, Folk, “the repeated re- 
pudiation of the authority of thé State as expressed 
in the dramshop statutes; the neglect of official duty 
by grand jurors sworn to uphold the law, make a 
most deplorable condition there and ene that must 
alarm every good citizen.” 

It is a question whether the law shall prevail or 
the county be given over to gamblers and ruffians, 
who ply their games and keep the community in 
an uproar while State officers sworn to uphold and 
enforce the law deliberate what they shall do. 

Evidence is manufactured under the official eye. 
Gambling games flourish in the presencé of sheriffs 
and prosecuting officers, who gonfess themselves 
unable to see any violation until enlightened by the 
decision of the court in a test case. 

A public officer who cannot rely upon the testi- 
mony of his own senses is not likely to be very en- 
ergetic in the performance of his duty even when en- 
couraged by the solemn decision of a court. A police 
officer who will not arrest a murderer who com- 
mits the crime under his very nose or who is not 
sure’ that a gambler who gambles before his eyes 
violates the anti-gambling law, because another 
murder case or another gambling case is pending in 
the criminal courts, is not exactly the man to be 
trusted to maintain order in the community. 

The Governor proposes to go the limit of his 
authority to suppress these conditions. He will be 
supported by the public opinion of the State. But 
unless the public opinion of St. Louis County asserts 
itself with vigor, and applies the lash to local offi- 
cers who are incompetent or worse, the permanent 
establishment of decency and good order cannot be 
expected. External authority is good in an emer- 
gency, but the local community itself must, in the 
long run, fix its own character and determine wheth- 
er law or lawlessness shall be the rule of conduct. 
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Within twelve hours 20 Pittsburg people—only 
four of them infants—were killed by the heat. It 
is in northern cities—not in St. Louis—where sum- 
mer heat is most deadly.

While the principal interest in the subject has attached to the relations of 
the United States and of the different states to railroads, there ig scarcely a 
form of business involving shipments which is not equally a part of the sub- 
ject. 

To the general reader, and even to specialists actively engaged with the 
work of keeping themselves fully informed on the details of the subject, such 
a work as that of Mr. Judson has, or seems to have, a distinct element of 
novelty, due to the ereat scope and the remarkable r>su.t is presented in com- 
prehensiveness when events seemingly wholly detached from each other are 
connected as part of a general whole, illustrating the most important move- 
ments of the country during a generation past. . 

Thus such seemingly independent questions as the separation of the 
races and ‘social equality,”” the placing of telegraph poles on city 
streets, the selling of lottery tickets, the enforcement of Sunday laws, the 
tests for color blindness, the smoking of cigarettes, the shipment of alcoholic 
liquors the action of labor unions and a long list of other subjects, which at 
first seem to have no significance in connection with the regulation of inter- 
state commerce, as it affects cOmnion carriers, aH appear highly important as 
part of the same general connection in the ‘“court-made law’ Mr. Judson sum- 


marizes. 

In such decisions as these, as well as in those growing out of the Inter- 
state Commerce law itself, the Supreme Court of the United States has been 
constructing a great body of precedents, all hearing on the relations of the 
Federal Government to the activities of citizens of one State in their rela- 
| tions to citizens of other states and to the United States, as a whole. These 
precedents reveal themselves as Mr. Judson masses them in his remarkable 
review of their growth, and show an evolutionary movement through their 
own cumulative logic, which, though it sometimes appears to be confused and 
still undefined, discloses tendencies in such recent decisions as those of the 
“Insular cases’’ and the ‘‘Northern Securities" case, as well as in cases decid- 
ed under the “Anti-Trust act.’ 

Almost the whole body of these decisions belong to recent memory. Mr. 
Judson begins with the earliest cases, such as that in which the State of New 
York attempted the exclusive control of steamboats navigating its waters just 
after Fulton’s invention. The principles laid down by the Supreme Court of the 
United States then in declaring the New York statute unconstitutional, have 
not been radically. changed since, but since the Civil War and the passage of 
the Interstate and anti-trust laws, they develop fully the theory of the right and 
the responsibility of the general Government to assert its supremacy in 
everything which belongs to the regulation of commerce among the States az it 
affects railroads and all others engaged in it. 

Mr. Judson does not assert individual théories, but confines himself to a 
comprehensive review of legislation as enacted by Congress, and of “court- 
made” law as far as it appears from decisions of the Supreme Court, which, 
while oftén seemingly conflicting, all tend obviously when they are thus col- 
lected and summarized, to force the conviction that the Supreme Court will 
minimize the ‘‘concurrent powers" of the States in support of the as yet 
“unexercised powers” of the general G overnment. 

“If these ‘‘unexercised powers” have any actual limit, it is revealed by 
the great number of decisions Mr. Juds on collects only as that of the “general 
welfare,"’ as the courts understand and construe it at a given time. In this 
respect, the comprehensiveness of his researches makes the book at times 
surprising, as in every sense it is indisp ensable. for those who wish to under- 
stan@ the conditions of the present and the possibilities of the future.

Whatever papers they may have had 
relating to me were lost at that time 
through the disposal of their effects. 

“Mr. Sonntag died on June 18 and his 
wife on June 19. I remember these dates 
because June 19 was the day they al- 
ways celebrated my birth. Mr. Sonn- 
tag was a wood turner and was for 
years employed in the Armstrong furni- 
ture factory. A fellow workman, Oscar 
Mueller, took me to his home and I 
lived there until I was 12, going to pub- 
lic school. Then, Mrs. Mueller demand- 
ed that I be put to work and Mueller 
got me a job as time-keeper in a log- 
ging camp on the Green River with the 
Herrmann company. 

“I do not know when or how I came 
to know that the Sonntags were not 
my parents, but I knew it a long time 
before they died. As they were very 
kind it never occurred to me to ask 
any questions about my parents. Muel- 
ler knew at least so much as I did and 
warned me not to mention the matter 
to his wife, who did not know. That 
was all that was ever said between us 
on the subfect. 

“Down on the Green T had much time 
for thought. and eurfocitv§ rewardine 
my real narents awoke. When T went 
hack to Fvaneril'e T looked for Muelier 
MWe was denad—killed In an accident at 
the factory. Fis widow marrted soon 
after T returned. She said thet the day 
Mueller was buried a man, whom she 
Aescribed as ‘fachionahble,’ entled at the 
house and asked for me. He was verv 
much Interested ard asked many quec- 
tions. T suepected from several slips 
she made. the exact nature of which 7 
doa not now recenll, that he gave her 
money for me. Tf he did she converted 
it to her own use.” 

The strange man told of his strugailes 
to earn a livelihood and eduettion with 
somewhat excessive detafl. Finally he 
achieved entrance into the De Pauw 
University at Greencastle. 

“My only friend there was Prof. 
Saunders. He was professor of chem- 
istry and physics. His ambition was to 
be a mining engineer, and in 1889 he 
got an appointment to a mine which 
was being opened in Southeast Missouri. 
I went with him, being then 16 years 
old, and worked under his direction. 
One evening, after supper in our cabin, 
he told me that a man had come to 
De Pauw to see me and had talked with 
him concerning me. Subsequently this 
man wrote a letter of further inquiry 
as to my progress and health. Prof. 
Saunders gave me this letter. It was 
signed R. FE. Harriman and !s attached 
to this statement. His address was, as 
you will observe: Turner Building, St. 
Louls. 

“I believed that this man knew some- 
thing of my parentage and I came to 
St. Louis to see him. He refused to see 
me,”’ 

Then followed an account of leaving 
Saunders, going to the Rolla School of 
Mines and his latér work in Colorado. 

“While in Trinidad I received one of 
Prof. Saunders’ infrequent letters. He 
said that Harriman had visited him and 
made anxious inquiries about me. Prof. 
Saunders said that Harriman looked 
worn and ill. He stayed with the pro- 
fessor over night and they talked of 
me until late at night. My friend said 
that Harriman seemed several times 
on the brink of confidence, but re- 
strained himself, and. when asked 4di- 
rectly the secret of his interest in me, 
refused to answer. He wanted to know 
the best means to aid me without giv- 
ing me money. He was fearful that a. 
gift of money might ruin me. I regret 
very much that I have not retained this 
letter, but the impression my friend 
said he received was that Harriman 
felt under obligation to do something 
for me. Prof. Saunders is still alive 
and will be in St. Louls during the 
summer. He is now in Mexico. 

‘One year ago, on March 2%, 1902, I 
met at Dawson a young man named 
Evan Harriman, who came up from the 
states to locate a mine. I learned that 
he was a son of R. BE. Harriman, whose 
middie name is Evan. The resemblance 
between this young man and myself 
was remarked by all my friends among 
the miners, and a woman, who runs a 
dance hall, noted identical mannerisms 
in speech and action. We were so 
much alike that, although we tried to 
be friends and never quarreled, we 
found friendship impossible. 

“He wrote ho :

which he was urged to make a friend of 
me. No reason was given." 

Then followed an account of how 
Evan Harriman got into difficulty with 
a dance hall woman, from whom he was 
rescued by Sonntag, to the great in- 
crease of the strain in their relattons.

“Deducting from this clause and the 
other facts that I have mentioned that 
R. E. Harriman was under obligation 
to me, | assumed that he was my 
father. I went to Evansville and made 
diligent search of the records in the 
County Clerk's office for the record of 
& marriage between Harriman and some 
woman who might be my mother. I 
found no such record, but I pursued 
my researches in other counties of Ken 
tucky apd Indiana adjacent to Vander- 
burgh,in which Evansville is situated, 
and in Posey County, Indiana, I dis- 
covered a record of the marriage of 
Richard H. Evans and Anna Mueller. 
They were married Aug. 12, 1872, which 
antedates my birth 10 months. 

“Evans gave his age as 2. He was 
56 when he died, lacking one month. The 
marriage occurred 31 years ago. 

“In some vital statistics kept by the 
Secretary of the Vanderburgh County 
Board of Health I was so fortunate as 
to find a record of my birth. These rec- 
ords were very irregularly kept, but the 
attending physician, Dr. Walker, was a 
member of the board and was deeply in- 
terested in the perfection of the record 
System. I found that I was born—as I 
had previously understdod—on June 19, 
i873. My parents’ names were given 
after the German custom as Richard H. 
Evans and Anna Mueller, but it was 
noted that they were married. 

“I knew that Oscar Mueller had kins- 
men living near Princeton, Ind., and 
went there. I found three families by 
that name, but none could trace 4 con- 
nection with Oscar or Anna Mueller. 
The name is so common that I was in 
Gespair of ever tracing out the right 
Muellers until I heard of a wood turner 
turned farmer who had left the Prince- 
ton neighborhood a dozen years ago 
for Olathe, Kan. His name was Wil- 
liam. I found him on his big farm near 
Olathe. He was Oscar's brother. Anna. 
who married ‘Evans,’ was his cousin 
He had a letter from her written in the 
month following my birth. Her health 
was poor she said and her husband 
was away from home nearly all the 
time. He was a land buyer for a lumber 
company, she said. The letter is at- 
tached to this statement. 

“He heard of her death a few weeks 
later and preserved the letter as the 
only memento he had of his favorite 
cousin. I told htm that I thought she 
was my mother and he said I had her 
eyes. ‘ 

“TI ascertained from Elton Jennings, 
who was employed by Mr. Harriman for 
many years, that Mr. Harriman was at 
the beginning of his business life a land 
buyer for Herrmann in Kentucky. He 
also -bought timber rights on his own | 
account and when this was discovered 
Herrmann tried to get possession of 
these rights. There was a lawsuit and 
Harriman’s deposition was taken. A 
copy of that deposition is attached. You 
will note that in his deposition taken 
on Aug. 15, 16 and 17, 1873, he says that 
his name is Richard Evan Harriman, 
that he is 26 years old and that he is 
married. 


“Tle was married to Miss Inez Van 
Deventer in 1880, and in his application 
for a marriage license, a copy of which 
is attached, he says that he is a wid- 
orer. 

“I have ascertained from Arnold 
Pierce, a lawyer, who was empioyed by 
the late Mr. Herrmann, that in 1873 ; 
criminal proceedings were threatened 
against Mr. Harriman on account of his 
timber deals, that it was charged he cn- 
tered into a conspiracy against his 
employer, and that he disappeared. Two 
years later he reappeared with an offer 
to settle. but finding that no indict- 
ment had been .found against him, he 
broke off negotiations. 

“This is the limit of my investiga- 
tions. I infer 

‘1. That Richard H. Evans was Rich- 
ard Evan Harriman. 

‘“? That I am his son, born to his 
lawful wife, Anna Mueller, whom he 
married under the alias. 

“8 That he deserted her at the time 
criminal proceedings were threatened by 
Herrmann. 

“4. That when he reappeared he neg: 
lected to inquire for me, but that sub- 
sequently his conscience hurt him and | 
that he then did not disclose himsel: 
to me or my friends from prudential 
reasons as he had married my mother 
under an alias and was later married to 
Miss Van Deventer under his own 


name. 
‘5. That an excess of prudence de- 


terred him from leaving a legacy to me 
in his will, but.that he expected me to 
make a claim on his ¢ tors, which, 
under the clause of the will quoted, 
they were empowered to adjust. 

‘Mr. Harriman’'s estate inventoried at 
$5,000,000 and is devised to his executors 
or distribution to his legal heirs. His 

ife, his son and his daughter Miill- 
cent are named in the will.” 

Sonntag took the sheets of the state- 
ment from Alberta's hand and carried 
them into Johnson's office. He re- 
turned in a moment. She was putting 
on her hat and they went out together.

I set 
down there the facts as I have ascer- 
tained them and my deductions, but. al- 
though I know my legal case is weak, 
my moral case is strong and I am post- 
tive.”’

Deposits Cover Between Six 
and Eight Hundred Acres 
and Are Inexhaustible. 


| to tl Post Dagens, 
BOOS ANGELES, Cal. June 22.—Thir- 


ty miles south of Danby, a stat jon on 
the Santa Fe railway in San Bernard- 
ino County, is a remarkable dry lake 
bed which has furnished salt for min- 
ing and other purposes for many years. 
The mineral was hauled in wagons and 
carried on burros nearly » years 260. 
It was principally used for chloriniz- 
ing silver at the famous Watterman 
and Waterloo mines, near Daggett; 
also the Providence mine near Fenner. 
The latter mine produced more than 
two and a half million dollars, and the 
Watterman and Waterloo mines went 
into the millions. 

In 1890 Col. Osborne put traction en- 
gines on the road from Danby to the 
lake, after paving each side with rock 
to keep the wheels of his heavy en- 
gines and wagons from sinking into the 
sand. This road is still intact, except 
in some places where the. winter rains 
have washed it away, but one of the en- 
gines and the wagon are still to be 
seen at Danby, where they have been 
exposed to the elements for several 
years. 

When the fall of silver took place and 
the silver mines shut down, the demand 
for salt was no longer sufficient to keep 
the engines and wagons on the road. 
Some of the salt cost consumers $200 a 
ton, and Uncle Sam got large pr fits 
out of the silver boullion maie ,.oss!}le 
by thig great salt deposit, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that one cannot now see 
the spot where the salt was taken out. 


House of Rock Salt. 


A house was made of rock salt on the 
bed of this !ake In 1890, and it Is stana- 
ing today as firm as ever. [he writer 
found it a goud shelter each night he 
spent on the lake last mon‘a. The er- 
graving .loes not show tne full heigit 
of the building, beeause of the sands 
that have crifted around it since its 
construction 15 years ago. Blocks of salt 
were quarried and lald in the walls, 
after which brine, abundantly found be- 
neath the surface, was poured over 
them and this thoroughly cemented the 
joints, leaving them as hard as the 
blocks themselves. The building, which 
is about 18x25 feet, remains as solid and 
substantial as when built, which indi- 
cates the dryness of. the climate. 


Danby Lake.is about 2 by .12 
miles in extent and is surrounded by

FIGHTING TO PREVENT 
HANGING OF WOMAN

Only Mrs. Rogers’ Attorney Working in Her Behalf, 
Women of Vermont Having Decided She Should 
Expiate Her Crime on the Gallows. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

RUTLAND, June .o.—An oppeal to 
Gov. Bell is the last proceeding to which 
the attorneys of Mrs. Mary Rogers, 
sentenced to die on the gallows at the 
Windsor prison on June 23, for killing 


her husband at Bennington on Aug. Ll, 
1900, can resort as a means of saving 
the woman's life, since the petition to 
take the case before the United States 
Supreme Court was denied by Justice Ru- 
fue W. Peckham. Gov. J.C. Bel! alone bas 
power now, and in the opinion of the 
principal criminal lawyers throughout 
the State the hope of obtaining further 
stay through him is very vague, fer the 
executive has already intimated that he 
had done his duty toward the woman 
and fulfilled ail legal obligations. 
Thomas W. Moloney of this city, sen- 
for counsel for Mrs. Rogers, is about 
the only one who has not abandoned 
hope, and from present indications he 
will stand alone as far as Vermont Is 
concerned, if he carries the case fur- 
ther. Owlng to important engagements 
Mr. Moloney has not seen his associate 
in the case, Attorney John H. Senter of 
Montpelier, since Justice Peckham’s de- 
cision. Attorney Senter, however, has 
said that he sees no legal step whch 
can now be taken, and he is convinced 
that a habeas corpus writ would be 


fruitiess. 

Mr Moloney stated emphatically to- 
day that he would not yet give up. Not 
having seen his partner in the case, 
he declined to state just what his plans 
were, but he intimated that he would 
take every measure possible to save 
the woman, if he had to do it alone. 

Asked as to Gov. Bell's intimation 
that he would grant no further re- 
prieve, the attorney said he would only 
be convinced of that when he received 
a forma! denial from the Governor. In 
Vermont the Governor can only _re- 
prieve a criminal. To the Legislature 
alone belongs the right to pardon. As 
that body does not meet again until 
October, 1906, the crisis has come at a 
most inopportune time for Mrs. Rogers. 
The object of a reprieve would be to 
put off the execution until the Legisla- 
ture meets again, with the hope that 
she might be pardoned. 

An effort was made in the Legisia- 
ture of 1904 to abolish capital punish- 
ment in the State, but HM falled. New 
evidence has been secured to the ef- 
fect that Rogers died in a manner vast- 
ly different from that described at the 
trial in which Mrs. Rogers was con- 
victed, and it is in view of this that 
the attorneys have tried to stave off 
the woman's execution in order to 
again put the matter before a jury. 

As the character of the condemned 
woman before she committed the crime 
becomes known more and more and 
new features of the deed are brought 
out the people of the State begin to

cry “Let her be punished,” and it be- 
comes evident that it is the abolition 
of capitai punishment for which s0 
many have stood out and not the wom- 
an. Her sentence is generally satisfac- 
tory to the people of Bennington, who 
are conversant with all the facts and 
the history of the woman. 


Since her first reprieve in February 
last, and amid all the labors that have 
been put forth in her behalf, not one 
word for the woman has been sent out 
from Lennington save the petition that 
was sent for a reprieve. Even the law- 
yers who defended her in the lower 
court and the court officials say noth- 
ing in her behalf. One clergyman of the 
village, who signed the petition for re- 
prieve, says now he thought it doubt- 
ful if he would have signed it had he 
becn conversant with the facts. Most 
of the signers were those opposed to 
capital punishnient. It is ‘generally be- 
lieved the woman's execution will mark 
the end of capital punishment in Ver- 
mont. 


It will be the first death sentence of a 
resident of Bennington County since 
1839, when Archibald Gates was hanged 
in Bennington Centre for killing his 
brother's wife. 


Never have the courts of Vermont 
seen such a prolonged fight for a con- 
victed criminal, and never has a more 
revolting crime been committed than 
the one for which Mrs. Rogers is con- 
demned to die. The first hope to her 
supporters that she might be saved 
from the gallows came last October. 
when the effort was made to abolish 
capital punishment. 


She was then under sentence to die 
Feb. 2. The attempt before the Legisla- 
ture failing, a petition for a reprieve 
was presented to Gov. Bell, in order 
that the case might be taken to the 
Vermont Supreme Court, and he re- 
prieved the woman until June 2, as the 
high tribunal did not sit until May 9. 
Three days before the second date set 
for the executioh the Supreme Court 
refused a new trial, 

A writ of error was the next proceed- 
ing. and 24 hours before the time set for 
the hanging, when the gallows was al- 
ready erected, the executive granted a 
second*reprieve of 21 days to allow the 
United States Supreme Court to consider 
the case, and then Justice Peckham re- 
fused to grant a writ of error. 

On hearing Judge Peckham’s decision 
Gov. Bell said: ‘‘My stand in the Rog- 
ers case is precisely the same now as 
when I first revrieved Mrs. Rogers. 
Under the law I was obliged to grant the 
second reprieve. Now that the writ of 
error has been denied the law must take 
its course."’ 

It is generally believed that when the 
insurance was taken began the desire 
of Mrs. Rogers to take her husban4's 
life. The family removed to Benning- 
ton. Rogers could not get work there, 
and soon went back to Hoosick, whilt 
his wife remained at Bennington doing 
housework. She soon acquired a bad 
reputation. Stella Bates and Leon Per- 
ham, implicated with her in the mur- 
der of her husband, were her associates. 
But Rogers never lost his affection, and 
frequently visited her. He tried to in- 
duce her to return home with him. 

On Aug. 12, 1900, he visited her and 
made an appointment to meet her that 
evening at 10:30 o'clock at a place by the 
side of the Walloomsac River, not far 
from where she had a room, and almost 
in the center of the village. Leon Per- 
ham was to accompany her. At the ap- 
pointed time Rogers went to the place 
and found his wife and Perham. She 
received him lovingly. Finally she sug- 
gested tricks, and spoke of a new one 
she had just learned. It was tying 
one’s hands behind the back and then 
working them loose. Rogers agreed, 
and Perham, producing a plece of bed 
cord, tied his hands several times. 
Rogers loosening himself with ease. 

Finally the hands were tied so he 


could not release them. werful as he 
was. Then Perham geated himself across 
the legs of the doomed man, while the 
wife produced a bottle filled with 
chloroform, saturated’ a handkerchief 
with it, and, grasping Rogers’ head, ap- 
pe the handkerchief to his nostrils.

In New Sylvan Retreat in Vir- 
ginia President’s Children 
May Act Just Like Other 
Boys Without Causing Com- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, June 2. -Mrs. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt has at last solved the 
problem which has vexed her for many 
a long day. She has devised for her- 
self a tiny home away from the eVe of 
the crowd, near to nature's heart, where 
she can snatch a few days of absolute 
freedom whenever she wishes. where 
her children can have free rein. 

This solitude is scarcely four hours 
from Washington, on the Midland Rail- 
way, close to Charlottesville. and it is 
part of the fine farm, ‘Springfield,’ for 
many years the most cherished posses- 
sion af William N. Wilkmer of New 
York, This property cost the President's 
wife less than $4000, and it consists of 
15 acres of ground, nearly all covered 
by the forest, in which is set a cottage 
of six rooms, without any modern con- 
veniences. This latter quality endeared 
it more than all the others to the mis- 
tress of the White House, and induced 
her to close the bargain. 

Speaking of her new home. Mrs. 
Roosevelt said that she had been led 
to the purchase just to give her chil- 
dren the freedom which the small folks 
of the humblest parents can enjoy. 

“I wanted the little boys to: have a 
place where they can take off their 
shoes and wade in the creeks and run 
in the woods and play and shout at 
the top of their lungs, and no one 
around to criticise or publish to the 
world what bad children the President's 
are. This is impossible in Washington. 
As for myself, I am riot averse to get- 
ting an opportunity of cooking a meal 
for my husband, just as I did in our 
early married days.” 


Entire Ground Floor One Room. 

Mrs. Roosevelt has spent less than @ 
thousand dollars in embellishing her re- 
treat. She has caused the entire ground 
floor of the cottage to be thrown into 
one room and in the center there is a 
huge red brick fireplace. Over the man- 
tel has been placed a medley of photo- 
graphs of the President in his hunting 
togs, the children with their ponies and 
dogs, various members of the Roose- 
velt clan and their friends, all in negil- 
gee, as it were, and with particular 
reference to being exhibited in such an 


environment. 
Durin the winter and the spring 
the re Wwe of the White House has 
been rummaging antique stores and 
curio shops, and the results of . her 
labors are obvious to a visitor at the 
lodge, called “Plain Dealing. e 
has found odd-looking settees, quaint 
chairs of dark oak and walnut, and 
bits of tables and stools of a forgot- 
ten patern.

Less Expensive Steres Are 


Favored as Adornments for 


Unique and Strangely Formed Ornaments 
for Women.

PARIS, June ...—M. hiene Lalique has 


once more shown us what art can do 
to transform the work of the modern 
jeweler. In years gone by Englishwomen 
like .their jewels to represent con- 
verted capital; they preferred quantity 
to quality, solid value to beauties of 
form and workmanship. But time, 
taste, and Paris artists have shown us 
a more excellent way. 

Now the intrinsic cost of stones 
seems (tO take a back seat; the thing 
that matters is their artistic worth and 
their chances of combination with rich 
Strange substances, stich as gold, 
Silver, horn, ivory, enamel, or even 
rare and precious woods. Lalique 
seems to favor the less expensive stones 
—topazes, peridot, and amethysts. Also, 
he is the master of modern enamellers, 
and shows some schemes of co!’or, black 


and gray, brown and yellow, that have 
the great charm of originalmy.. And 


his new mode of cutting diamonds, in 
a long, narrow, rectangular shape, suits 
some of his weird trinkets to perfection. 

Some of the head-ornaments are most 
attractive, and quite unlike the formal 
“fenders” that we know so well. Our 
French friends call them diademes, and 
they appear in horn and ivory, bright- |

themm—indeed, he has freed us from 
what he describes as “ila tyrannie du 
diamant.""” One lovely diadem is in 
carved ivory, made to imitate pale-col- 
ored orchids, and brightened by one sin- 
gie diamond of grea: value. This orna- 
ment cost $5000. Another head-orna- 
ment was in horn. colored in delicate 
tints of cream, white and palest yellow; 
while yet another appeared in carved 
ivory, set with diamonds and enamel in 
imitation of thistle flowers. Lalique 
seems to.prefer flowers as a model for 
his hair combs and tiaras, while he uses 
insects—flies, moths and beetles—for his 
brooches and pendants. 

The classical idea of a head crowned 
with flowers no doubt appeals to this 
modern craftsman. The combs on view 
are very beautiful. They are mostly in 
carved horn and  mother-o’-peari. 
adorned with diamonds, topazes, peri- 


dots and amethysts, One peigne imitates 
hazel nuts. and svarkles with topazes 
and diamonds; a second appears as pop- 
pies, a third as mauve Iilacs; while per- 
haps the most attractive is in a Greek 
design adorned with enamel and ame- 
thysts.

“i must congratula.e the Messrs. Rob- 
on," said Mr. Pulliam to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, “‘on the Judgment they 
displayed in placing ‘Jimmy’ Burke at 
the helm. When I was with the Pitts- 
burg club we won three pennants while 
Burke was a member of our team. 
And while he was only a utility player 
I contend that he was as much 
Tesponsible for the winning of those 
pennants as was Clarke, or Tannehill 
or Chesbro. | 

“Burke was thoroughly wrapped up 


in the game. His enthusiasm was some- 


thing unusual. He was always alive, 
and he communicated this enthusiasm 
and activity to others members of our 
team, Burke is not the best ball player 
in the world, but this enthusiasm of 
his, together with his good jud:ment, 
makes him an ideal leader, and 1 ex- 
pect to see him lead the Cardinais into 
& more proud position.’’ 

Mr. Pulliam was asked about the

So far as the facts have 
have been made public, Mr. Morton Is 
not even a stockholder—not even a pol- 
icy holder. 

legally, his status in the Equitable 
seems in no respect different from that 
of any of Thomas F. Ryan's other of- 
fice boys. A dummy chairman investi- 
gating the dummy directors who elected 
him. What a farce! 

Mr. Morton has accepted the resigna- 
tions of James W. Alexander and James

Not the least of the scandalous reve- 
lations concerning the dead Mr. Hyde 
is the amazing contract by which the 
Missouri Safety Deposit Vault Co.— 
which he owned almost exclusively- 
was given its valuable quarters in the 
Equitable building in St. Louis,

The report of Superintendent Hen- 
dricks bitterly scores Vice-President 
James H. Hyde and less severely ar- 
raigns James W. Alexander. It gives 
Gage E. Tarbell, second vice-president 
of the society, a clean bill of health. 

It declares the other directors and 
officers of the society are guilty of in- 
difference to the important trust of 
which they were the guardians. 

It goes at great length into the con- 
nections of the Equitable Life with its 
auxiliary financial institutions and then 
says: “The facts here stated disclose 
a very decided tendency on the part of 
some of the directors and officers of the 
society to sacrifice its interests in order 
that they may reap the profits through 
the medium of these corporations. The 
opportunity was there as well as the 
dispoeition, and it would require a much 
more thorough investigation than I 
have been able to make to determine 
the full amount of loss that the society 
has suffered at their hands.”’ 


Merger of National Banks. 


The report tells in detail the story of 
the merger of the Western Nationa! 
Bank and the National Bank of Com-

or the policy holders of the Equitable. 

Both were New York eoncerns. The

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terest of the company can the policy- 
holders be thoroughly protected. 

On these latter points the report says, 
in part: 

“During the progress of this investi- 
gation a change in the control of the 
society has been made and three trus- 
iees have been empowered under a deed 
of trust to partially mutualize the so- 
ciety. 

“Tl do not think, however,, that th'‘s 
will go far toward restoring the confi- 
dence of the present policy holders or 
aid in procuring new business for the 
society. 

“In my opinion the only thing that 
will restore that confidence and benefit 
the company will be the elimination of 
stock control, and what I deem of equal 
importance, the elimination of Wall 
street control. 

“No superficial measures will correct 
the existing evils in this society. A can- 
cer cannot be cured by treating the 
symptoms. Complete mutualization, 
with the elimination of the stock, to be 
paid for at @ price only commensurate 
with its dividends, is, in my opinion, the 
only sure measure of relief. 

“This report with a copy of the evi- 
dence taken on this investigation, will 
be transinitted to the Attorney-General 
for such action thereon as he may deem 
proper.” 

So far as the report goes it complete- 
ly sustains the charges that the New 
York World has made against the 
Equitable corruption. Likewise it justi. 
fies the World's demand for a public 
legislative Investigation for remedial 
legislative action, and for the elimina- 
tion of Thomas F. Ryan: 


Mr. Hendricks does not pretend that 


his report is complete. He frankiy ad- 
mits that it would require a more thor- 
ough investigation than he has been 
able to make to determine the full 
amount that has been filched from the 
seciety by the unfaithful trustees of 
the policy holders. 

He. shows that Equitable corruption 
had its origin in the administration of 
the late Henry B. Hyde, and that 
it continued without interruption until 


the present year. Apparently no su- 
periniendent of insurance has atiempt- 


ed to suppress these schemes of sys- 
tematized loot. None of them has in- 
terfered with the ‘“‘system"’ with its 
high financial and political alliances. 


Salaries of Depew and Hill.

Mr. Hendricks shows how the Mer- 
cantile Safe Deposit Co. is earning 2% 
per cent dividends on its capital stock 
of $300,000, “ail at the expense of the 
parent company’’—that is, the EKqui- 
tabie. 

He shows how the Security Safe De- 
posit Co. is able to pay 18 per cent, 
while the Equitable, which owns the 
property it occupies, receives only 1.58 
per cent on the building.

Superintendent Hendricks’ report on 
tne workings of the trust company side 
graft on Equitable funds is equally as- 
tuunding as that of the main scandal. 

The Commercia] Trust Co. of Phila- 
delphia is one of the side issues of the 
Equitable crowd, also is the Equitable 
Trust Co. of New York. To help their 
business along the Equitable would as- 


agents throughout the world. One day 
in 184 it assigned to them $2,800,000 


worth of such claims. The report says: 

“Mr. Clarence L. Gillespie, vice-presi- 
aent of one of the trust companies, was 
called as a witness, and stated in sub- 
stance that the assignment and agree- 


ment, together with the schedule, was 
the only paper delivered by the society 
to the trust company. That none of 
the notes or other evidences of debt 
held by the society against the age rts 
were delivered by the assignment; tnat 
the trust company simply took this in- 
strument and entered it on Its books as 
a loan to the Equitable Society. The 
Equitable Society retains all the evi- 
dences of claims against the individual 
agents to whom advances were made, 
collects them all and pays them over to 
the trust companies. 

“This practice has been in vogue with 
the Commercial Trust Co. since about 
the year 18%. These trust companies 
run no risk, and they have no trouble 
or expense in connection with the same. 
They simply enter the tutal amounts in 
thelr books as loans tu the Equitable 
Society, on which they get 5 per 
cent; and the Commercial Trust Co. 
pays the Equitable Society ‘% per 
cent on its deposits and the Equitable 
Trust Co. only pays 2 per cent on its 


deposits. 
“It is only fair to say, however, that 


had not the Equitable made the assign- 
ments its tota. assets would appear to 
be $5,.513,18.87 less. If it had retained 
the accoun's kk would have saved in 
transaction with the Commercial! 
Trust Co. 2 per cent on $%4,273,249.46, or 
$85,464.98, and it would have saved in 
the transaction with the Equitable 
Trust Co. 3 per cen: on §1,589,935.42, or 
$46,198.06. No reason appears why it 
sh uid not have -done so, for its bank 
cash deposits for a long time back 
have averuged between W and 30 mill- 
fons of doliars. 

The organization of 
Trust Co. was a scandal of itself only 
surpassed by other Equitable scandals. 
The company was originaily the Ameri- 
can Deposit and Loan Co. Henry B. 
Hyde owned 494 of the 6000 shares, but 
had them in the name of Marcelius 
Hartley. The compan was 10 loan 
bauiiavle money to policy holders on 
their policies. In a short time tne Hyde 
stock was pences in the hands of vari- 
ous Equitable officials, and 238 sbares 
were placed in the name of the Equi- 
table Society. Then enormous sums ot 
—astapte funds were put on deposit 
with it.
